repeal the tolls exemption for Amer- 
ican coastwise ships in the Panama 
canal law jtoday awaited the action 
of the house. 


The measure %vas expected to be 


sent over to^the house today from the 
senate wheiga it was passed late yes- 
terday aften'a prolonged fight mark- 
ed by considerable bitterness of feei- 
ng by a, voip of 50 to 35. As finally 
adopted only one change was made 
11 the jrepeixl bill as it was passed 
Sy ihe' houfce. 
That was the Sim- 


mons'-N6rri| 
amendment reserving 


the right ofrthe United States to ex- 
empt coastwise ships from payment 
of tolls. 


The bill together with the amend- 


ment was expected to be taken up at 
once by thethouse. It had not been 
determined pearly today whether the 
louse would pass the amendment or 
send the "bill to conference. 


Amecican^eaders believed the bill 
ll b'e ££g*e§3- to by the house. 
The question of making the Pan- 


ama Canal free to American vessels 
was brought to the front when the 
louse, on May 23 1912,.incorporated 
n the act providing for the estab- 
lishment of civil government in the 
canal zone, a provision authorizing 
the 'President to charge tolls to ves- 
sels using the canal, with a proviso 
exempting American coastwise ves- 
sels from snch charges. 
President 


Taft, in a message to Congress had 
urged the exemption. 
The bill had 


been reported to the House provid- 
ing tolls tor all vessels but the ex- 
emption provision was adopted as 
an amendment. This amendment 
was in the bill :as it went to the 
Senate. 
Before the; bill passed the Senate, 


~reat_Britam, on July 11, 1912, filed 
a formal protest against the propos- 
ed, exemption. The note transmitted 
;o the State Department contended: 


"The British Government thinks 


;hat to allow" American vessels 
to 


io pass through .Jhe canal without 
;he payment of tolls would be to 
violate the Hay-Panncefote 
treaty 


whether the tolls are not collected, 
or whether if collected they are fe- 
'unded. As to coastwise trade, the 
British Government thinks it would 
>e difficult 
to frame 
a provision 


which would not do injustice to their 
nterests." 
The Hay-!Pauncefote treaty super- 


seded the Claytdn-Bulwer treaty un- 
der which Great Britain 
and 
the 


United States were, jointly, to build 
the 
canal 
The 
Hay-Pauncefote 


agreement, after providing rules for 
the regulation of the canal, based 
on the rules governing Suez conal 
:raftic set forth: 
"The canal shall be free and open 


to the- vessels of commerce and of 
war of all nations observing these 
rules on terms of entire equality, so 
that there shall be no discrimination 
against any such nation or its citi- 
zens or subjects in respect of the 
conditions or charges of traffic or 
otherwise 
Such 
conditions 
or 


charges of traffic shall be just and 
squitable " 
The British note of protest start- 


ed a lengthy diplomatic correspon- 
dence on the- subject. Great Britain 
throughout claimed that the United 
States could not, under the terms of 
the treaty, make toll exemption of 
any vessels, whether its own, or of 
other nations. Secretary Knox, who 
conducted the 
correspondence 
for 


the United States, in several lengthy 
notes contended that the exemption 
of American coastwise shipping was 
in no way a discrimination against 
other traffic using the canal. 
He 


asserted that the exemption was in 
the nature of a subsidy, paid, -not by 
Imposing the tolls for certain Amer- 
ican" vessels upon other ships pass- 
ing, through "the canal, hut by the 
American taxpayers themselves 
in 


paying for the maintenance of the 
canal. 
"The avoidance of possible fric- 


tion," said the note, "has been one 
of the main objects of those methods 
of arbitration of which the United 
States has been for so long a fore- 
most and consistent advocate."

ing things that are known to dis- 
agree with bim and shall limit 
the amount w Inch he eats while 
judicious medication and rest to 
the digestive organs are restor- 
ing normal tone and activity. 


Washington, June 12.—[Special.]— 


Various amendments to the interstate 
rommerce law, together with the val- 
uation of railroad properties and the 
passage of resolutions requesting the 
interstate commerce commission to 
make various investigations, threaten 
to overload that important body with 
more work than it can possibly do. 


Investigations themselves take up an 


immense amount of time, and nearly 
every rate case requires considerable 
investigation, 
examination of books 


and hearings of shippers and railroad 
men, 
which has overloaded the com- 


mission to such extent that congress 
has begun making inquiries as to how 
the commission can be relieved. 


It has been suggested that there 


might be two commissions or that the 
present commission might be greatly 
enlarged and divided into subcommit- 
tees for the work. That something 
will have to be done within the near 
future, if the commission is to remain 
an effective and efficient organization, 
seems reasonably certain. 


Senator O'Gorman, Onlooker. 


Senator O'Gorman is in charge of 


the bill to repeal the free tolls, al- 
though he is not in favor of the 
measure. He called it up at the be- 
ginning of the session in the senate.

Reed Rather Critical. 


Senator Reed of Missouri has always 


been anxious that the dignity of tbe 
United States should alwajs be assert 
ed. In a recent speech in tbe senate 
he said: "I do not know whether thit. 
republic will ever be engaged in a 
great war. I do know that although 
every moining we liberate at "Washing- 
ton a flock of peace doves, yet at the 
same time the harpies of war are nest- 
ing in the capitals of every nation of 
the earth." 


"No Politics In It." 


The senate put in a whole day dis 


cussing the old soldiers who are em- 
ployed by the government and who 
have reached an age where they are 
not able to do the work. In some cases 
a number of such men have been dis- 
missed in the interest of efficiency, and 
this has naturally caused a great deal 
of trouble. When the matter -was dis- 
cussed in the senate the Democrats 
took the ground that the question bad 
been raised for partisan purposes. 
Quite a number of Republicans assert- 
ed that there was "no politics in it," 
but simply a desire to obtain informa- 


be done with these old soldiers. 


Of course we are bound to take the 


word of honorable souatois, wljo say 
that there is no politics iu a question 
like the old soldiers, but it ib not with- 
in the recollection of anybody around 
congress that a vday was ever given to 
discussion of the old soldiers that some- 
body wasn't playing politics. It has 
been the charge of southern men many 
times during the discussion of pensions 
that both the Demociats and Repub- 
licans in tne northern states were play- 
ing politics in voting for pensions.

What Dieting Means. 


Many intelligent persons, in- 


cluding not a lew physicians, 
sincerely believe that dieting im- 
plies the eating of unpalatable 
foods This is a mistake. Foods 
that taste good are" more apt to 
digest well than unpalatable ar- 
ticles, but the individual is also 
more liable to be tempted into 
dietary excess by the former 
than the latter 
This is all the 


' truth there is in the notion. 


Dieting means simply that the 


individual shall refrain from eat- 
ing things that are known to dis- 
agree with him and shall limit 
the amount which he eats while 
judicious medication and rest to 
the digestive organs are restor- 
ing normal tone and activity. 


Washington, June 12.—[Special.]— 


Ifarious amendments to the interstate 
vornrnerce law, together with the val- 
uation of railroad properties and the 
passage of resolutions requesting the 
interstate commerce commission to 
make various investigations, threaten 
to overload that important body with 
more work than it can possibly do. 


Investigations themselves take up an 


immense amount of time, and nearly 
every rate case requires considerable 
investigation, examination of books 
and hearings of shippers and railroad 
men, which has overloaded the com- 
mission to such extent that congress 
has begun making inquiries as to how 
the commission can be relieved. 
, It has been suggested that there 
might be two commissions or that the 
present commission might be greatly 
enlarged and divided into subcommit- 
tees for the work. That something 
will have to be done within the near 
future, if the commission is to remain 
an effective and efficient organization, 
seems reasonably certain. 


Senator O'Gorman, Onlooker. 


Senator O'Gorraan is in charge of 


the bill to repeal the free tolls, al- 
though he is not in favor of the 
measure. He called it up at the be- 
ginning of the session iu the senate 
one day and then sat there while a 
number of questions were discussed. 
He was an onlooker for the entire day. 
for the tolls were not mentioned. Sen- 
ators became tired of the tolls debute 
and wanted to air their views on oilier 
questions.

I do know that although 
every morning we liberate at Washing 
ton a flock of peace doves, yet at the 
same time the harpies of war are nest- 
ing in the capitals of every nation of 
the earth." 


"No Politics In It." 


The senate put in a whole day dis- 


cussing the old soldiers who are em- 
ployed by the government and who 
have reached an age where they are 
not able to do the work. In some cases 
a number of such men have been dis- 
missed in the interest of efficiency, and 
this has naturally caused a great deal 
of trouble. When the matter was dis- 
cussed in the senate the Democrats 
took the ground that the question had 
been laised for partisan purposes. 
Quite a number of Republicans assert- 
ed that there was "no politics in it." 
but simply a desire to obtain informa- 
tion and to find out wtmt bcst'should 
be done with these old soldiers.

First Things 


The first woman's international 


temperance congress T\ as opened in 
Philadelphia thirty-eight years ago 
today, June 12, 1S76, and was fol- 
lowed by a. world's temperance cong- 
ress in -which both se\es took part 
The first women's 
temperance 
so- 


ciety was organized in Ohio in 1S2S, 
although previous to that time the 
fair sex had been prominent in local 
and state temperance 
societies in 


New York, Massachusetts and Penn- 
sylvania, and in the first 
national 


temperance association, instituted in 
Boston n 1826, and which held its 
first national 
contention in Phila- 


delphia seven years later. The Wo- 
men's Christian Temperance 
Union 


was founded as a local society 
at 


Hillsboro, 0 , in 1873, and the first 
branch was established m Fredoma, 
N. Y., the same year, while the first 
state association 
was 
launched in 


Ohio in 1874. 
The first \V. C. T. U. 


national convention 
was 
held 
in 


Cleveland in November 1874. 
The 


British Women's Temperance Asso- 
ciation was formed 
early in 1876, 


and sent delegates to the Philadel- 
phia international gathering, from 
which the World's W. C. T. U was 
an outgrowth. 
| Today's Birthday Party 


One of the most interesting discus- 


sions of the temperance question 111 
recent years comes from the pen of 
Sir Harry Hamilton Johnston, 
the 


celebrated English explorer, African 
administrator, globe trotter and au- 
tbor, and is published in the 
Nine- 


teenth Century. Sir Harry, who ^as 
born in London fifty-six jears ago to- 
day, has spent the greater part of his 
mature life among savage peoples in 
the wild places of earth. It has been 
said that he has penetrated farther 
into tEe soul and innermost thoughts 
and motives of Atncnns than 
an} 


other white man, and he has also fol- 
lowed the fortunes of the black race 
in America and summed up his inves- 
tigations in "The Negro in the New 
World." 


'Sir Harry's indictment of the hquor 


traffic is based largely on the allega- 
tion that the "strong waters" of ci\- 
ilization are responsible for the de- 
basement and degradation of 
those 


"inferior racps" t\ho have had Chiis- 
tianity and its inevitable accompani- 
ments introduced 
among them 
In 


the course of his wandeimgs he has 
observed that the whiskey agent fol- 
lows the missionary, that the bottle 
ii 


keeps pace with the Bible, and that 
the sahation of souls involves the de- 
struction of bodies 


While the 
eminent 
explorer 
has 


painted alcohol as a \eo black and 
destructne de^il, 
his 
denunciation'? 


are marked bj the sweet reasonable- 
ness of the scientific spirit, and he 
has manifested an inclination to give 
the devil, his due 
The applause of 


the teetotalers is likel\ to become a 
groan -when thej fmg. Sir Harrj put- 
ting in a good i\ord for pure beeis 
and ales and light \vmes 
Pie asserted 


that peoples who are ghen to the use 
ot light wines and beers show few it 
anv signs of physical or moral de- 
generation 
In advocating a wot Id- 


wide crusade against King Alcohol, 
and an international 
prohibition or 


the manufacture or sale of alroholin 
'be\erages, the explorer "would ap'ilj 
the ban only to those drinks "abo\e 
the strength of light wines and beers " 


If such a compromise is not sati=- 


factorv to the prohibitionists, most ot 
whom are unwilling to make any dis- 
tinction between alcoholic be'\erases 
but are determined to consign them 
all to destruction. Sir Henrj believes 
that it ^ill become necessary to in- 
vent a new stimulant to take the place 
of alcohol. 


"The fact stands out,' he derlires, 


"that, all the world o~\er, humanity is 
liable to be surmene, 
overworked, 


temporarily weakened bv shock, in 
fact, in a condition which cries aloud 
for a stimulant; and for something 
more palatable to 
the 
taste, more 


rapid in its 
restoration 
of 
vigor, 


than smelling smalts, sal volatile, or 
even a cup of beef tea.'' He adds 
'We want substitutes in 
attractive- 


ness of taste or in stimulating qual- 
ities for the various dilutions of al- 
cohol which are influential!} declared 
to be so deleterious in their effect on 
mind and body " 


In his travels Sir Harrv, in common 


-v\ith many other travellers, has noted 
the difficulty otten met with of se- 
curing ''palatable and 
pure" water, 


and he urges upon temperance people 
the necessity of attending 
to 
this 


vital matter 
In his opinion, beer is 


much better than the water to be ob- 
tained in many cities of Europe and 
America. 


Aside from the beverage madp fam- 


ous by Mr Bryan, the English explor- 
er finds little merit in the so-called 
temperance drinks, but 
he believes 


that with the growth of temperance 
sentiment the ideal substitute will yet 
be found.
